The Fourth has come forth and gone 
forth, and is no more. The day opened up 
well, and continued good natured. 
The 
wetness of the evening before had damp­ 
ened the du9t so that ft could not rise from 
it j languor. Tho skies were cloudy, and 
the air cool as though old Sol had bidden 
his face under a parasol made especially 
for the occasion. 
There was clearing 
weather in the afternoon so that it became 
warmer, but not uncomfortably so except 
to those who had au active part in the 
celebration. There wa9 the usual and 
needless amount of noise, commencing 
with the break of day salute aud closing 
late at night with the scattered squibs. 
Among the 
first 
military symptoms 
which broke out yesterday was the ap­ 
pearance ot the Oshkosh Guards, who ar­ 
rived on the 7 o'clock train irozn the north 
looking pretty well tired out having been 
on 
a 
slow 
freight 
train 
since 
halfpast 
IO 
o'clock 
the 
night 
previous. Gibe Bouck’s pleasing counte­ 
nance did not loom up, aod a query called 
out the fact that be only arrived home 
from Washington a short time before the 
boys started for Janesville, and could not 
take command of his company. He left that 
honor to Captain Ilubey, a very efficient 
drill master and an old army officer, who 
has smelt powder often, and who is one of 
the lieutenants of the Oshkosh Guards. 
On arriving at the depot they formed and 
marched to the Myers house where ar­ 
rangements for their accommodation had 
been made by the Agricultural Society* 
whose guests they were. This fact relieved 
our militiamen, in their judgment, of the 
necessity of greeting their fellow-soldiert 
at the depot, the earliness of tne hour ren­ 
dering it rather inconvenient to do so. 
A 
little earlier rising and a more cordial 
greeting would probably have suited the 
Oshkosh boys better, for they have ‘ fun 
with the boys” in an entirely different 
manner 
whenever 
a ay 
organization 
visits 
Oshkosh. 
Still 
the 
visitors 
lived through it, aud marching down the 
street were soon safely sheltered and kind­ 
ly cared for. 
A short time later the Monroe train ar­ 
rived. It was heavily loaded with human­ 
ity, incluimd the Baud who also wended 
their way toward the center of the city. 
Not long after the sound of martial 
music was heard upon the streets, which 
were by this time well filled with gazers 
on and visitors. This was the starting of 
the procession for the piccic grounds up j 
the river. The Bywer City Band in their 
new uniforms, aud playing stirring music 
led the van, followed by the Veterans. 
The members of the Fire Department aud 
Concordia Society joined intnis procession, 
aad atter marching up aud down some oi 
the principal streets, they started for B ulb’s 
Grove, preceded 
and followed 
by 
a 
large number of people. Agata there wa3 
music—this time coming from the Monroe 
Band, who stood iu front of the Myers 
house for a time, aud then proceeded to 
the 
armory 
of 
the 
Guards. 
The 
Guards fell in and with the Band marched 
across the river, and being joined by the 
Oshkosh Guards, another procession was 
formed to escort the Governor and digni­ 
taries to the Fair grounds. A large num­ 
ber of persons on toot and in teams als; 
wended their way thither. 
On reaching 
the grounds the Governor and his part) 
were allowed to amuse themselves in look­ 
ing at somi of the articles on exhibition, 
while the Oshkosh Guards were left to 
stroll about as suited them best, the Janes­ 
ville Guards turniog about and marching 
back to the city again. 
Shortly alter 12 
o’clock the exercises of the day opeueJ, 
the speakers being stationed in the judges 
stand. Tne Monroe Band discoursed some 
of its best music. Mr. O. II. Feihers reau 
the Declaration of Independence, in clear, 
full tones, and with his usual elocutionary 
skill. Dr. Whiting, who presided, then in­ 
troduced Governor Smith, who was re 
ceived with cheers, aad who spoke in sub­ 
stance as follows: 


GOVERNOR SMITH S REMARKS. 
I esteem it a privilege lo have the opp tr­ 
iunity of joining in the exercises of this 
day and to contribute, if possible, lo ani 
degree to the interest of this occasion. 
I 
expected as you also did, that gentlemen 
oi national reputation as statesmen, and to 
whose eloquent words senates and houses 
of representatives have listened in wrapt 
attention, would address you. 
I shar* 
with you the disappointment that one ol 
these could not be here, but I congratulate 
you and myself that one is here,aud I share 
with you in a desire to hear his eloquent 
vo ce again. It is not proper, nor is it ex­ 
pected that I should make any extended 
remarks, but I feel like giving a few word* 
of commendation aod coagralul »uou. Tm? 


19 called a County Fair. Considering the 
season of the year, the iact that this is J uly, 
considering that the storm of yesterday 
prevented many from bringing hilhei 
many articles which would otherwise have 
been exhibited, we must consider this Fail 
a success, eveu for Bock county. 
It does 
not take the experience ol a farmer to ap­ 
preciate the display of stock, the macbin 
cry, the fruits of of intelligence aud toil, 
aud the evidences of what can be done by 
our own people. 
All these different de­ 
partments ot development tend to the 
emancipation aod advancement of our fel­ 
low men. Is not this, and are not all 
similar exhibitions something more than 
agricultural fairs r I see not only the 


products of agriculture, but the people are 
here, showing evidence of thrift, skill and 
industry. Shall not the names of such 
societies be so changed as to indicate that 
they are exhibitions of the people a3 well 
as of the products ? Not many years ago 
efforts were mi le to set astde the agricul­ 
turalists and array them against all other 
classes. These efforts failed, a9 they ought 
to fail. A like effort is being made in the 
cities to array certain classes of laborers 
against other classes of society. 
I do not 
care to stop to discuss this question now, 
but merely to suggest that all classes work* 
mg together and harmoniously form the 
highest and best type of civilization, 
In 
such a community it is the office of the 
farmer to create, to bring forth the fruitage 
of the soil, which by subtle forces is trans­ 
formed into the brain and brawn which 
tunnels 
mountains, builds railroads and 
bridges, erects school houses, forms con- 
litutions, makes laws ana governs wisely a 
Republic. No class lives tor itself. 
All 
cooperate with the farmer, the mechanic, 
and the professional man, and thus work 
out the problem 
of mau's possibilities. 
The past and present success of the people 
of Rack county, material, social, and intel­ 
lectual, is due to the healthy diversity of 
pursuits and the division ot labor. I thought 
ot making a brief reference to the part of 
the citizen-soldiers, who have contributed 
so much to the enjoyability of this day. I 
wish to commend their bearing, drill, and 
discipline. 
They are indeed an honor to 
themselves and their officers, and to the 
cities they represent. 
The existence of 
such bodies of men, and the knowledge 
that they will gladly respond to any needed 
call, is the ounce ot preventive without 
which the pound of cure might become 
necessary. 
We must not expect to he al­ 
ways exempt from such calamities a9 have 
fallen on other people.

1800,300,000; la 180J, between 700,000 and 
800,000; in 1870 over a million, in 1875 
aoout 
1,200.000, 
an i 
it 
is 
thought 
that in 1880 it will reach 1,500,000. 
Her 
growth is without a parallel in the history 
ot the world, a al yet it is in its infancy 
If we are true to ourselves, true to the 
spirit of our State rn m o “Forward,” we 
cauoot but bec ims oje of the first states 
in tne Union. We may* well view the past 
with satisfaction aaJ pride, aud the future 
with hopefulness. Every page oi our his 
tory sparkles with heroic acts and deeds of 
virtue- In morality, ia generous charit­ 
ies, lo rapid development, Wisconsin ranks 
the peer of any of the states of the Union. 
In conclusion, let me say that a9 a Fair, as 
a celebration,as a pioneer festival, a9 a mil­ 
itary display, as a gathering of the people, 
this day shall long be remembered. Its 
suggestions and inspirit! ms should cause 
the tenderest and most profound feelings 
of patriotism to linger long ia the mem­ 
ory. I thank you for the attention you 
have given me, tor the many courtesies 
which I have always received at your 
bauds, and may you rest assured that the 
esteem and respect thus indicated are fu’Iy 
and heartily reciprocated on my part. 
After the cheers had subsided Dr. Whit­ 
ing rose and remarked that there were 
some things that Rick county claimed as 
peculiarly her own, and while like her 
broad acres, sue turns them over sometimes 
tor the public good, yet she takes them 
back again to her heart and says “mine.” 
Such a one he introduced to the audience 
as 
CONGRESSMAN CHARLES G. WILLIAMS, 
who was received with hearty cheers. Mr.

THE PRIZE DRILL.

military visitors present yesterday were 
completely surprised at the way the Janes­ 
ville boys showed up, and were not slow 
in pronouncing them the best drilled and 
best officered company in the State. 
Our 
own citizens felt proud of them as well 
they might, and too much cannot bs said 
in their praise. The Oshkosh Guards took 
their defeat rn the same gentlemanly man­ 
ner which characterize! all their actions 
here, and through their commanding officer 
paid a very complimentary tribute to the 
victors. The Oshkosh Guards made a very 
favorable impression on our citizens, and 
though they were not permitted to carry 
away the first prize, they carry with them 
the well wishes of many who could not but 
admire their soldierly appearance and their 
gentlemanly bearing. 
The bayonet drill 
of the Janesville Gaards was wonderful, 
aud as the Oshkosh Guards were “not up” 
in this, they frankly conceded this point in 
the favor of our home company.

General Bryant had 
formally 
award­ 
ed 
the 
prizes, 
Captain 
Rubey, 
of 
the 
Oshkosh 
Guards, 
made 
a very handsome reply closing by address­ 
ing the General with “General, you are a 
wise judge.” The Oshkosh boys were 
frank aud gentlemanly in their concession, 
and by their conduct showed th it they 
merited much more courteous treatment 
than they received here yesterday.

Truth is a Knowledge of facts ; truthful­ 
ness, a rendering of tnis knowledge, not 
mechanically, but rationally. 
Truth in

The true scientific spirit is manifested when 
we put all at stake for a knowledge of the 
truth, aDd this spirit should rise into (be 
religious nature.
